This M. de 
Gasparin should not be confounded with the emi- 
nent agriculturist and public man whose name is 
honored in France. The raving M. de Gasparin is 
a Swiss, an idolater of turning-tables and _ spirit- 
rappings, and the author of a specific against rheu- 
matism—the application of a wasp’s nest to the 
afflicted limb—which, if the patient did not die of 
lockjaw, or erysipelas, or nervous fever, or brain 
fever, or mortification, was certain to cure him of 
rheumatism. I return to the new publications 
noticed on our booksellers’ shelves: There is M. 
dArbois de Jubainville’s fourth volume of the 
“ History of the Dukes and Courts of Champagne ;” 
M. Bujeaud’s “‘ Popular Chants and Songs of the 
Western Provinces of France” (Poitou, Saintonge, 
Aunis, and Angoumois); M. Victor Cherbulier’s 
“The Romance of a Virtuous Woman ;” M. Hucher’s 
“Gallic Art” (or the Gauls judged by their medals); 
the third volume of M. Labarte’s “ History of the 
Industrial Arts during the Middle Ages and at the 
Revival ;’”? M. de La Blanchere’s “ Forests’ Rav- 
agers’? (the insects destructive of trees); M. 
Roussin’s “ A Cruise off the Coast of Japan;” M. 
Thaleby’s “ Megalanthropogenesis” (or method of 
discovering whether a woman is pregnant of a boy 
or a girl). 

I regret to announce the death of an earnest, hard 
laborer in the vineyard of letters, J. M. Dar- 
gaud. He began life as M. de Lamartine’s secre- 
tary ; several poems in the latter’s works are dedi- 
cated to him. His first work was a sort of novel, 
entitled “ Solitudes” ; then he translated from the 
Hebrew Solomon’s Song and the Psalms; next he 
wrote a “ History of Mary Queen of Scots,” which 
was followed by the “ History of Religious Liberty in 
France”’ (on which he labored for years). He was 
likewise the author of “Travels in the Alps,” and 
“Travels in Denmark,” and his last work was a 
“History of Queen Elizabeth.” He lacked a critical 
sense, and his prose continually floated between 
prose and poetry, consequently he never com- 
manded what may be called success, and his name 
will quickly fade away. He was a most estimable 
man. He leayes a widow, who is blind. He was 
65 years old. . . The Academy of Sciences has sus- 
tained a sensible loss by the death of the venerable 
M. Montagne, who died a few days since at the age 
of $2. He had been a member of the Academy of 
Sciences since 1815, when he was elected to the 
seat vacated by Richard’s death. Jean Francois 
Camille Montagne was born on the 18th Feb., 1784, 
at Vandoy (Seine-et-Oise) ; his father, a physician, 
trained him for the medical profession, and to ob- 
tain a livelihood in those tempestuous years of re- 
volution, he took service as military surgeon and 
went to Egypt with the memorable expedition. He 
returned to France in 1802, and pursued his medi- 
cal studies and served alternately in the army and 
navy. He became, in 1815, the chief surgeon of the 
army of the King of Naples (Joachim Murat). The 
Restoration dismissed him to obscurity, but after 
the Revolution of July, 1830, he was made chief 
surgeon of the Sedan military hospital, and retired 
on a full pension in 1832. He then devoted him- 
self to botany with a zeal which appears ex- 
traordinary, when his age is considered (he 
was 48 years old). He was one of the first 
French botanists who used the microscope in 


that science, and several important discoveries

tural history. . . . M. Desmichels, the author of 
some approved school-books, is dead.* ... The 
Marquis Massimo Taparelli d’Azeglio, an eminent 
Italian statesman and writer, is dead. He first 
turned his attention to painting, and excelled in 
this art; in 1827 he married his second wife, 
Manzoni’s daughter, and became an author. He 
was born at Turin in 1801. His novels “ Ettore 
Fieramosca” and “ Niccoli dei Lapi,” are greatly 
esteemed. His political pamphlets always made a 
profound sensation ; he was the first person to pro- 
pose the translation of the capital to Florence. 
Most Italian newspapers appeared in mourning the 
day they announced his death. 

M. Emile Augier has in press a novel in two vols. 
It is his novel. Novel writing, however, is not new 
in his family; his grandfather was Figault Lebrun, 
some of whose novels still live.... M. Alex. Dumas 
the younger has in press a novel, “ Clemenceau’s 
Trial, the Accused’s Memoir,” which will be pub- 
lished in February. It is said to be written with great 
harshness. It is the first novel he has written for four- 
teen years, and he wrote it only because he satisfied 
himself he could not put the subject on the stage. 
. . » M. Jubinal (who is quite well known by his 
archeological works) is busily engaged in restoring 
the old feudal castle, the Chateau de Mauvesin, 
which Froissart admired somuch. M. Jubinal in- 
tends to transform this gothic fortress into a muse- 
um, where all the historical monuments of the 
neighborhood will be collected and chronologically 
arranged. .... Count de Beugnot is correcting 
the last proof-sheets of his grandfather’s memoirs : 
it is said they will contain some piquant revelations 
touching the history of Louis XVIII.’s reign. ... 
M. Michelet has gone to the Iles d’Hyéres for the 
winter. His wife's health is delicate. He is giving 
the last touches to a new volume of his “ History of 
France ;’’ the work in press will contain a portion 
of Louis XV.’s reign... .. M. Louis Desnoyers’s 
novel, ‘Les Aventures de Jean Paul Choppart,” 
has reached its 178th edition! .... The publi- 
cation of M. Ponson du Terrail’s novel, “ Les Exploits 
de Rocambole,”’ has increased the subscribers of the 
paper in which it appears by 5,600 names. .... 
M. Champfleury, who dotes on cats, is about to 
publish a book on them. .... M. Danielo is 
writing a book on pigeons. . ... The first edition 
of M. Gustave Doré’s Bible was sold in ten days; 
the second is in press. .... Did you know the 
Portuguese government had published a “ Portu- 
guese Bibliographical Dictionary ?” Iam so igno- 
rant as to be obliged to confess I never heard of its 
existence until I saw, a few days since,in one of 
our bookshops, the seven octavo volumes which 
compose it. The cost is only 80f.... Weare 
still crying “‘ Who burns?” as we hunt the author 
of the criticism on the French Emperor’s “ Life of 
Cesar,” mentioned in a previous letter.

* As M. Michelet has thought proper to give an obituary no- 
tice of this gentleman, and as its admirable brevity is not with- 
out some tincture of masculine eloquence, I translate and give 
it place here: ‘We have lost, within these last few days, one 
of the masters of the present generation, one of the creators of 
historical education—M. Desmichels. A graduate of the Nor- 
mal School, a comrade of Augustin Thierry, he took, in the in- 
struction of history (which was then something entirely new), 
an important and difficult part, the thousand years of the 
Middle Ages. This immense chaos, which is so entangled in 
German abridgments, cleared under the eye of a Southern 
man. The result of it was that excellent synopsis which has 
been in use for half a century, which thousands of men have 
learned, and which will not easily be replaced. Born in ‘93, 
he died in his native place(Hyéres) the lst January, 1866, aged

Tue AmeRIcAN PuitonocicaL Society (New York) 
atits third annual meeting elected the Rev. Nathan 
Brown, President, and C. H. S. Davis, Correspond- 
ing Secretary. The objects of the Society are 
stated by its constitution to be “to cultivate the 
science of language ; to establish, perfect, and pro- 
pagate an orthographic kosmoglet; to trace the 
origin, growth, and relationship of languages; to 
collect grammars, vocabularies, and specimens of 
ancient and modern tongues; to encourage the 
study of hieroglyphics, mythological emblems, 
temples, images, old inscriptions, coins, and, in 
general, all the records and relics of the past; to 
investigate problems of ethnology; to publish a 
literary journal, and such other works as the So- 
ciety may deem proper.” The certificate of mem- 
bership is printed in Anglo-Saxon. As an illustra- 
tion of the researches of the Society, we clip 
from the sheet containing its Constitution the fol- 
lowing passage: “Of elemental letters we have 
four series ; first, Surds, or skeleton letters, with 
little or no sound of their own; second, Sonants, 
organically the same, but with a little more volume; | 
third, Liquids, or semi-vowels, having a still higher 
vocalization; fourth, Vowels, or full sounds, which, 
joined to the skeleton consonants, give form and 
roturtdity to the body of speech. Each series be- 
gins at the back part of the mouth and moves for- 
ward to the lips. The vowels have a perplexing | 
variety of shades ; fifteen or sixteen is a sufficient 
number for ordinary purposes.” The Society has 
also prepared a “Standard Kozmik Alfabet.” 


A Novet Uxnpertaxkinc.—The increased demand | 
for text-books and works of general literature in the | 
German language, and the understanding that our | 
copyright law does not regard the translation of a | 
work as an infringement of a copyright (as was de- | 
cided in the case of the German translation of 
Uncle Tom’s Cabin), have led Mr. Steiger, a Ger- | 
man publisher of New York, to make rather a) 
novel announcement. He proposes to translate | 


American books into German, and to that end he | 
has secured the services of competent translators | 
who will work under his own immediate supervi- | 
sion, the proof being read by himself personally. | 
He has in his establishment facilities for stereo- | 
typing or electrotyping and printing and binding | 
the works, and business connections which enable | 
him to introduce and dispose of them. So far as 
this relates to uncopyrighted works, it is well 
enough. Butif it means that itis proposed to make 
a raid upon copyrighted works, without the con- | 
sent of their proprietors, we may say that we doubt 
the fairness or the morality of such a scheme. Nor 
indeed is the legality of it a settled question. The 
case of “Uncle Tom’s Cabin” was never taken to’ 
the Supreme Court of the United States. The de- 
cision was only by one of the judges of that court | 
sitting in a Circuit Court. The argument is suffi- | 
ciently strong on the other side to justify legal re- 
sistance by any copyright proprietor who is thus 
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interfered with. The case might then be taken to 
the Supreme Court and a final decision had, which, 
if adverse to the copyright, would probably lead to 
additional legislation by Congress. 

Ir has already been announced that Mr. Wm 
Gilmore Simms is editing a collection of southern 
war poetry. He publishes the following notice :—

Exeutsn Booxs.—As another indication that the 
present condition of our currency and our system of 
unequal taxation are enabling English publishers to 
compete with American honses, we may state that 
Messrs. J. B. Lippincott & Co., of this city, have 
issued a priced catalogue of a large number of valu- 
able and well assorted English books, imported in 
quantities and on sale by them. This list includes 
the leading publications of Bell & Daldy, Macmillan 
& Co., Chapman & Hall, John Murray, Day & Son, 
and others. The extent of the stock thus imported 
may be inferred from the fact that it includes ten 
thousand copies of Clark & Wright’s Globe edition 
of Shakspeare, which is priced in the catalogue at 
$2 25. In cases where there have been republica- 
tions in this country, as with the Golden Treasury 
Series, and other works, the cost of the English 
copy is put down at but little, if anything, in ad- 
vance of the price of the American reprint. 

Important Sate or Books. —The “ Augsburg 
Allgemeine Zeitung” contains the following com- 
munication from Venice, for the truth of which we 
are ableto vouch: “ There is no small stir occa- 
sioned here by the sale of the large stock of books 
left by the late G. Canciani, bookseller of this town, 
to the great house of F. A. Brockhaus, of Leipzig. 
This assortment, undoubtedly the most important 
in all Italy, not only on account of the number, but 
also of the quality of the books, is well known in 
all those circles who are interested in literature, 
and it is greatly to be regretted that this rich trea- 
sure should go abroad. That it has not met with a 
purchaser here is a proof of the low ebb to which 
the spirit of enterprise hassunk. A representative 
of the well-known Leipzig firm is now here to take 
possession of the stock, for the packing of which 
about 300 large cases will be required.”— Trubner’s 
Record, Jan. 22.

BOOK NOTICES. 


LAW. 


Englisches Privatrecht. Von Dr. Joseph Ignaz 


Gunderman. I Theil, Die Common Law. &vo. 
pp. xxvi., 508. Tiibingen: Laupp & Siebeck, 
1864. 


The author of this work intends it as a contribu- 
tion to the science of jurisprudence, although it 
owes its origin to more practical considerations. In 
studying the principles of criminal law with a view 
to the proposed reform of criminal procedure in 
Germany, he was led to examine the compar- 
ative advantages of the two systems of public and 
private prosecution, which may be called the 
French and English systems; from this he natur- 


| ally went on to the study of English public law, 
with which its criminal jurisprudence is so closely 
connected, and that again led him to the study of 
the law of property under the feudal system. 

The first fruits of his studies are presented in the 
present volume, which is entitled “The Common 
Law.” The title is, however, badly chosen, for the 
work is confined entirely to “ Ancient Common 
Law,” that is, the feudal law, the decline of which, 
according to our author, commenced in the reign of 
Henry VIII.; and in the term Common Law he in- 
cludes the statutes. Nor does the second title, 
“ Possession and Property in England,’’ indieate the 

| scope of the work, for it is entirely confined to the 





law of Real Property including Real Actions. The | 
subject of the work is then the law of Real Property | 
in England under the feudal system. 
Our author in the first place, according to the | 
usual method of the German jurists, examines the | 
sources of the “ Ancient Common Law.” The first | 
of these, strange as it seems to us, is the statutes ; 
then follow “Judicial Sources,’ which include | 
writs, records, and reports; then “law-books,” as 
Glanville, Bracton, &c. These constitute the ordi- 
nary sources of the law. “ Extraordinary” are “ Par- 
ticular Customs,” “ The Roman Law,” and “ Canon 
Law.” Then are mentioned sources outside of 
England proper, as the counties palatine, Wales, | 
Berwick, Scotland, the Isle of Man, Ireland, and the | 
Channel Islands with Normandy. | 
He then proceeds to the law itself, which he di- 
vides into, 1. Real rights, or modes of possession | 
and of property in land, and 2. Actions for the pro- | 
tection of real rights, and their judicial treatment. 
After treating of estates and tenures, and of the | 
modes of acquisition of real rights, and being very 
much puzzled to furnish a definition of incorporeal | 
hereditaments which shall be both exclusive and 
exhaustive, and finally abandoning the attempt in | 
despair, he comes to the acquisition of estates by | 
purchase. Here he fixes at once upon the idea of 
seisin as the capital point, the legal medium and 
internal tie of all estates. This idea of seisin, 
which he identifies with the possessio of the Roman 
and the Besitz of the German law, is the key to our 
author’s theory of real rights and actions. Upon 
the distinction between seisin and property (Besitz 
and Eigenthum) hinges the distinction between | 
possessory actions and writs of right. So, too, livery 
of seisin, traditio rei, an idea derived, according to 
our author, from the Roman law, and characteristic 
of the English, as distinguished both from the 
Anglo-Saxon law and from the feudal law of the 
continent, is of prime importance in relation to the 
transfer of the rights of possession and of property. 
The two rights of possession and of property, inde- 
pendent and distinct though capable of transmuta- 
tion the one into the other, are thus brought into 
prominence, and the distinction between them 
maintained throughout the remainder of the work. 
The chapter on actions is full of venerable, and, 
shall we say, forgotten erudition upon that abstruse 
but philosophical system of procedure. To this our | 
limits permit us only to refer, but we may add as | 
a curious instance of the truth that no kind of 
learning, however antiquated, is altogether devoid 
of interest, that in the discussions which are still 
going on in Germany in reference to the newly in- 
troduced system of jury trials, we find learned 
doctors disputing as to whether the wager of battle 
was allowed in p/acita de possessione, or between re- | 
lations, discussing the differences between assise | 
and jurata, and doubting whether one should say | 
assisa super assisam (fiert debet), or convictio super 
assisam, &c.

The deci- 
sions contained in thirty-nine volumes of American 
reports are embraced in the volume, but we do not 
observe what English reports, if any, are included.
